With  regards  encampments  in  alleys,  if  we  can  establish  that  it  is  open  for  traffic,  then  I think  56.1 1 (g)  would  be  an  effective 
enforcement  section. 

56.1 1 (g)  No  Person  shall  Store  any  Personal  Property  in  a Public  Area  if  the  Personal  Property,  whether  Attended  or 
Unattended,  constitutes  an  immediate  threat  to  the  health  or  safety  of  the  public.  Without  prior  notice,  the  City  may  remove 
and  may  discard  any  Personal  Property  Stored  in  a Public  Area  if  the  Personal  Property  poses  an  immediate  threat  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  public.
